McGill Development and Peace 
co-ordinators Killian Holland and 
Mark Gabcr claim Shell Oil made 
false statements about its intcnUons 
to help the Lubicon Indians, on 
whose land the company has drill- 
ing rights in an offical letter. 

Shell’s letter came in response to 
a letter Gabcr and Holland sent in 
November. 

According to Holland, "Shell de- 
liberately tried to mislead us. When 
directly questioned on the benefits 
they had given the Lubicon, they 
came up with a scries of half- 
truths.” 

• Gabcr and Holland accused Shell 
of hypocrisy over its recent ad 
campaign for The Spirit Sings ex- 
hibit in Calgary, during the Olym- 
pics, which stressed Shell’s, re- 
peated reference to a substantial 
“community investment pro- 
gramme.” 

“What we did was to take what 
(Shell) said about themselves, and 
looked to sec if there was any basis 
of truth in it," said Holland. 

The letter reads, “Shell Canada 
considers its naüve involvement 
acüviUes to be a matter of impor- 
tance.

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Res council leaves some halls unhappy

Three McGill residence councils 
have refused to publicize an inter- 
hall talent show because of objec- 
tions to the way in which it is being 
planned. 

Gardner Hall, Douglas Hall and 
Royal Victoria College said there 
was no vote to approve the event or 
its budget, which includes $750 in 
prizes. Presidents of all three halls 
have accused Inter-Residence 
Council (IRC) president Dee Wal- 
lace of proceeding with the talent 
show withoutapproval. McConnell 
and Molson Halls arc auditioning 
talent show acts. 

“I don't know where the ideas for 
the show came from," Gardner’s 
President Jon Cutler said. “(Wal- 
lace) is not following the layout of 
the constitution.” 

Taro Kaibara, one of Douglas' 
two presidents agreed. “We’re not 
being listened to at all, there were 
no votes at our last meeting. The 
talent show was decided off the top 
of her head." 

But Wallace said a talent show 



plan suggested by the IRC execu- 
tive was approved at a general 
council meeting two weeks ago, 
and general expenditures for the 
show were budgeted in September. 
She recalled a debate over the pro- 
posed amount of prize money at the 
last IRC meeting, but the issue 
never came to a vote. 

The talent show highlights wide- 
spread objections to Wallace’s 
administration. Budgetary prob- 
lems in particular have prompted 
some hall officials to suggest that

the IRC. 

“We might have discussed these 
ideas in principle, but money was 
certainly never approved," he said, 
“At no point last term did we have 
a specific events budget.” 

At a University Residence Coun- 
cil meeting Wallace also offered 
five hundred dollars to each resi- 
dence with self-improvement sug- 
gestions. The decision was never 
approved by IRC. 

RVC President Lynn Maxwell 
considered the plan to be a payoff to 



up for a year of inaction by throw- 
ing money at the residences in the 
last semester. 

-Former IRC executive Stephen 
‘Gaz’ Matthews said no entertain- 
ment budgets had been approved up 
to the expiry of his council mem- 
bership in December. According to 
him, the general budget adopted in 
September put money aside for 
unspecified entertainment and so- 
cial events. Bach event was to have 
its own budget, suggested by a fif- 
teen person entertainment commit- 
tee and adopted by a full meeting of 



But the real problem, according 
to IRC executives, is rampant resi- 
dent apathy. When Council’s Vice- 
President internal resigned at the 
beginning of the year, Molson resi- 
dent Jeremy Hitzig was acclaimed 
to the position amidst complaints 
that the elec lion had not been adver- 
tised widely enough. Joanna 
Broadhurst had a similar experi- 
ence, running with no opposition 
for the VP finance post. 

‘The apathy is incredibly frus- 
trating,” said Wallace. She blamed 
the lack of interest among this 



year’s residents on a new McGill 
policy which restricts the number 
of older students allowed to return 
to the halls. “New students just 
don’t have the memories of what 
events arc good, and what needs 
work,” she explained. 

The irregularity of council meet- 
ings, which are supposed to be held 
every month, is also blamed on 
apathy. Only three meetings have 
been held this year. The last one, 
held on the night of Douglas Hall’s 
general elections, was attended by 
only one hall president

“IRC could be so powerful for 
students,” he said, “It could have 
lots of events with the money it’s 
been given.” 

Dec Wallace also finds her origi- 
nal hopes dampened by recent 
events. 

“We just want to take the money 
we have and give it back to stu- 
dents. They don’t have to know 
who we are in the IRC. We’re just 
doing the job to help them.”

Clarence Bayne of the Black 
Theatre Workshop recommended 
affirmative action in hiring as well. 
“We recognize that consultation 
does open up this commission to 
input from all segments of the 
community, but it gives them no 
real power in the final formation of 
policy,” he said. 

But Boskey said affirmative ac- 
tion policies were beyond his 
commission’s mandate. "Please 
limit your recommendations to 
cultural development in the city of 
Montréal and how we can improve 
cultural relations in our various 
communities,” he said. N 

But, said Bayne, “a policy of af- 
firmative action cannot be sepa- 
rated from the needs of the city’s 




cultural and ethnic communities. 

"The transition to multiculturism 
as a policy is not reflected in the 
bureaucracy that implements broad 
policy,” said Bayne. "Various cul- 
tural commissions and agencies 
controlled by the city must reflect 
the cultural and racial realities of 
Montréal.” 

Anderson called for “a more di- 
rect relationship with the mayur 
and executive committee," in the 
form of a consultative committee of 
representatives drawn from cul- 
tural communities and visible mi- 
nority organizations to report di- 
rectly to the mayor. “Public consul- 
tations are machine through which 
data is presented to you," said 
Anderson to the commission. “This 
is not a complete consultative proc- 
ess." 

The Black Theatre Workshop 
recommended more city support 
for small theatre, dance, music and 



other artistic organizations. “We 
see, especially within the Black 
community, that a level of profes- 
sional excellence is expected be- 
fore the city extends its support to 
small artistic organizations.” An- 
derson said the Conseil des Arts 
should look at potential for devel- 
opment rather than professional 
excellence when developing new 
criteria for financial support, as 
there is a scarcity of professional 
artists in some communities. 

Other suggestions included the 

development of a bursary system to 
aid students from various commu- 
nities and help them develop artis- 
tic abilities, and city-sponsored 
cultural exchange programmes. 

“Wecan only take thcseconsul tâ- 
tions at their face value,” said 
Anderson. "The final outcome of 
these meetings may or may not 
meet our expectations." 



A coalition of labour groups is 
organizing to protect the rights of 
numerous groups omitted from 
Québec Labour Minister Pierre- 
Paradis’ proposed social assistance 
programme reform. 

’ Scrap-Paradis (Solidaires contre 
laréforrncàPicrre Paradis), formed 
in July 1987, opposses the reform 
because of its injustice toward so- 
cial welfare recipients. 

Under Paradis’ proposed reform, 
employment programs will be set 
up for welfare recipients, in order to 
avoid “direct handouts." But ac- 
cording to Jean Lalondc, spokes- 
person for Scrap, "the new jobs that 
will be created by these programs 
will not contain rights for the work- 



“Wclfarc recipients will not be 
eligible for unionization, worker 
compensation, and even their rights 
to minimum wage will be easily 
violated,” he said. Lalondc said the 
proposed welfare cutbacks will 
force recipients to join these em- 
ployment programs “just to sur-

are scores of young people under 1 8 
who don’t live with their families. 
There isn’t any social help avail- 
able for them, if they need it, be- 
cause the system still considers 
them as dependents on their parents 
Lalondc said. This puts pressure on 



the young people to seek financial 
help from their parents, making it 
harder for them tq become inde- 
pendent. 

According to the reform, women 
with children will be regarded as 
‘dependent’ on their husbands, and 
will not have access to child-care 
allowance, if they wish to work. 
Their dependence on their hus- 
bands will be defined even more 



clearly as welfare cheques are 
usually made out to the ‘head’ of 
the family. 

“Scrap wants to educate both 
women and unions of the conse- 
quences of the reform," said Scrap 
member, Denis Poudreiller,“so 
they will understand how they arc 
affected.” Scrap wants to work wfih 
these groups in order to rally public 



support 

Scrap Paradis will picket in front 
of the Liberal Party congress in 
Québec City, February 26. Various 
regional activities throughout 
Québec will follow in March. It is 
not known when a decision will be 
made on the adoption of the Paradis 
reform, but as Lalondc stressed 
"that docs not change what we have 
to do."

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Canada — Tibet committee 

Following the recent troubling events in Tibet, a few McGill students, with other 
Montréalers have formed the Canada-Tibel Committee, a political action group 
similar in mandate to the U.S. -Tibet Committee, headquartered in New York. Two 
meetings have already taken place and an enthusiastic group of Canadians and 
Tibetans have agreed to work together to pursue the following aims: 

•To assemble, translate and distribute up-to-date facts on events in Tibet. 

•To protest human rights violations which have taken place and continue to take 
place in Tibet, through demonstrations, letter-writing campaigns and communica- 
tion with human rights groups such as Amnesty International. 

•To inform Canadian politicians of the situation in Tibet and to encourage them to 
take a public stand against human rights violations there. 

•To work with the U.S. Tibet Committee which is already well-established and 
which has conducted several successful events. A liaison person has been appointed 
to disseminate information from United States to our members, and to co-ordinate 
activities between our two organizations as nced-bc. 

•To attempt to develop the Canada-Tibet Committee into a cross-Canada network, 
whose regional groups would be comprised, ideally of Tibetans as well as Canadi- 
ans. To co-ordinate activities, each group would appoint a communications person, 
who would maintain contact with the as-yet undcsignated Montréal representative. 
•To conduct seminars, cultural events and publish literature that will increase ihe 
general awareness of Tibet among the Canadian public. 

The Canada-Tibet Committee is totally committed to the ideals of His Holiness 
the Dalai Lama and his government in exile in Dharamsala India. We are 100 per 
cent opposed to violence. We wish only to help those who are suffering in Tibet and 
to stop the on-going destruction of the Tibetan culture and religion. 

If you are interested in serving the aims of our organization and in helping to 
develop the Canada-Tibct Committee, or if you would like to be placed on a mailing 
list, please write to us at the above address for more information on what you can 
do.

Free speech not at issue 

To the Daily 

Voltaire might defend to the death the 
right of Pedro Chamorro, private citi- 
zen, to speak his peace on the Sandinista 
government, human rights in Nicara- 
gua, manifest destiny or hang gliding in 
the Yukon. I doubt he would defend the 
right of Pedro Chamorro, contra, merce- 
nary and pawn to presume to speak for 
the Nicaraguan people or to claim a 
legitimacy equal to that of the Sandin- 
ista government — and this is where the 
real issue lies. 

This is an issue entirely apart from the 
question of what Chamorro actually has 
to say about Nicaragua. By all means, 
the PSSA should encourage discussion 
and awareness of Central America. 
Nicaragua is certainly not immune from 
criticism, and the arguments for and 
against the Sandinista regime should be 
brought out so that we can expose, refute 
or accept the positions of Chamorro and 
friends. The frec-spcech argument 
could be deployed to defend this kind of 
debate. However neither “free speech” 
nor "objectivity" can defend the pres- 
ence of a contra as a speaker at McGill. 
To give him a platform and status as an 



‘alternative’ implicates us in the big lie 
that the contras have any kind of politi- 
cal or moral legitimacy as “legitimate 
dissent” in Nicaragua, when all the 
facts, meticulously gathered by Ameri- 
cas Watch and Amnesty International 
point the other way. Any political scien- 
tist worthy of the name should be able to 
see this. 

A discussion or forum on the future of 
Nicaragua might have been a way to 
bring out the contra philosophy, or lack 
thereof. The presence of Chamorro as a 
guest of McGill, however, makes a 
statement which entirely separate from 
the text of his remarks.

Pro-choice comment 
“biased” 

To the Dally: 

This letter is in response to the 
article “Supreme Court takes step 
for women” which appeared in the 
February 1 st issue of the Daily. Not 
only am I disgusted by your bla- 
tantly one-sided treatment of the 
Supreme Court’s decision regard- 
ing abortion, but I resent the impli- 
cation that "Pro-lifers" arc narrow- 
minded, being one myself. For 
example, I believe that every 
woman should have the right to 
control her reproductive behaviour 
by saying no to a sexual relation- 
ship or by using an appropriate 
form of birth control. She should 
not; however, have the right to ter- 
minate another human life. 

The aforementioned article stated 
that , .a fetus has yet to be conclu- 
sively designated human." On the 
other hand, a fetus also has yet to be 
conclusively designated non-hu- 
man. Therefore, "science” 
shouldn’t mess around with some- 
thing they have insufficient infor- 
mation about, especially when a 
human life may be at stake. 

I personally believe that a fetus is 
a human being. From the moment 
of conception, he or she has his or 
her own unique genetic identity . By 
the lime most women are aware of 
their pregnancy, the fetus already 
has its own heartbeat By the time 
many abortions arc performed, 
most fetuses arc recognizable as 
being human. Therefore, I believe 
that every fetus should enjoy the 
same rights to life and “security of 
the person” that the rest of us should 
enjoy. In my view, being cut 'into 
pieces docs not constitute life or 
“security of the person." 

In conclusion, I find it very sur- 
prising that a newspaper jvhich has 
traditionally stood for equality of 
human rights and against misuse of 
technology, particularly in areas 
which involve real or possible 
negative effects to humanity and 
nature, could support such a hei- 
nous decision.
